Pruning For “Various Varieties Js 
Described—-Good General Direc- 
tions—Strawberries Need Care

in the case of strawberries, will result 
in better plants. 
Bush Fruits 

Often there is far too. much wood 
left on the bushes of raspberrias, 
currants, and gocseberries for best 
results. Attention is drawn fo this 
now, as pruning of these can be done, 


if desired, as soon as the fruiting sea-| 


son is over. Raspberry canes. should 
not be left closer thar six inches 


~ apart, the dead and weaker ones be- 


ing removed and the strongest 
Where canes are not covered 
soil in winter, the thinning ont may 


left. 


be left until spring, when one can) 


tell, before pruning, wliich canes, if 
any, have been injured by winter. 


Bending down the canes and covering |

Other Small Fruits 

Gooseberries are difficult to pick ‘at 
any time, but if the bushes are kept 
well pruned, picking will be much 
easier than if there are many 
branches. Branches older than three 
years should be cut out. The best 
fruit is borne on the two- and three- 
year-old wood, but there should be a 
few strong new shoots, well distri- 
buted, allowed to remain each year. 
About six fruiting branches with their 
side shoots will be sufficient. Red 
currants are pruned somewhat as 
gooseberries, but a few more fruiting 
canes may be left. Unlike the red 
currant, the fruit of black currants 
is born on the wood made this year, 
hence severe pruning of the older 
wood is desirable to ensure strong 
mew wood each year. 


SURVEYING N. B. FORESTS 


The determination of the New 
Brinswick-Government to have a de- 
finite survey of'the timber resources 
of the province is given an interesting 
testimony in the 1916 returns of the 
quantity of lumber cut. In 19065 the 
total “ee 107,705,676 superficial feet. 
‘This increased dually until it 
reached 149,510,471 feet in 1907. Dur- 
ing 1909 it jumped to 205,761,583 feet, 
and in 1910 made a still greater gain, 
reaching 281,716,402 feet. During the 


~~ following year, 1911, the high level 


was reached for the ten year period 
from 1905 to 1915, viz. 309,883,428 
feet. During 1912-13-14 the amount 
declined, reaching 270,221,155 feet in 
1918. 
the demand arising out of the war, 
it increased again and reached 290,- 


120,823 feet. The latter figure is said | 


to be a little in excess of the esti- 
mated annual growth on the Crown 
Lands of the province. P. Z. Caver- 
hill, late of. the.

Bacteria Killing Is Basis of all Pre- 
serving 


_ Prof. Lee of Manitoba Agricultural | 


college writes; Life itself preserves 
that which lives but the preservation 
of lifeless material requires in many 
cases all the science and skill that is 
available. The larve@ of flies and 


other insects together with molds and | 


microbes are the three chief agencies 
which cause all food material to go 

. It is comparatively easy to keep | 
away the files, and not difficult to kill 
the molds, although their spores or 
seeds are always floating invisible in , 
the air and fall into food if left un- 
covered even for a minute or two, 
but the presence and persistence of 
microbes or bacteria is the cause of 
most of the loss of good food gone 
bad. 

Hence.the killing or control of bac- 
teria is at the bottom of successful 
preserving of meat, vegetables, fruit 
or even eggs. For ages the use of 
sugar, salt and drying were the com- 
mon mnenods employed to prevent the 
increase of bacteria, advantage being 

taken also of cold air’ or ice when 
og were available. In all these 


cases the germs are controlled but not | 


killed. Bacteria will not increase be- 
low freezing point, but they will not 
be killed even by 76 degrees below 
sero, Likewise they will not w if

CANADIAN'S LAST WORD 


Lieutenant James Stanley Lightfoot 
Welch, Yorkshire Light Infantry, kill- 
ed on Dominion Day, was the only 
son of Canon Welch, formerly rectot 
of St. James’ Cathedral, Toronto, now 
vicar of Wakefield, and Mrs, Welch. 
Born at Toronto In 1896, he was edu- 
cated at the Preparatory School’ of 
Upper Canada College, Toronto, at 
Yardley Court,, ‘Tonbridge, and at 
Rugby, where he’ was a member of 
the O.T.C. and a scholar, , When war 
broke out he applied for a commission 
and was. gazetted in October, 1914, 
being promoted in the following May.

CROWN’S RIGHTS IN WAR 


State Can Take Your Property, But 
May Compensate 


It was generally understood, of 
course, that the Crown in time of 
war had the right to take over what 
lands or buildings it considered neces- 
sary. The question was raised, how- 
ever, in the King's Bench of Great 
Britain, whether an owner who was 
thus dispossessed had not a right to 
compensation. The matter came be 
fore the Court by a “petition of right,” 
from an aerodrome company who ask- 
ed for a declaration that they. were 
| lawfully entitled to proper compen- 
sation. Mr. Justice Avory gave the 
following judgment: He had come to 
the conclusion that His Majesty, by 
virtue of his war. prerogative under 
statutes, through his representatives, 
was, under the then existing circum- 
| stances, entitled to take possession of 


the land and premises, and was still 
entitled to do so, without making 
compensation. 

In addition, the effect of the Defence 
|of the Realm Act conferred on the 
competent Naval and Military authori- 
ties during the continuance of the 
war absolute and unconditional power 
| to take possession of land and build- 
ings, and do any other act interfering 
‘with private property, wholly for the 
public safety or the security of the 
realm. This enactment repealed any 
| right of compensation, if it existed in 
time of war, in earlier acts. The sup- 
pliants had, therefore, failed to estab- 
lish any right in law, and judgment 
must be for the Crown. He thought, 
however, that the suppliants were en- 


titled under the Royal Commission of 


Inguiry appointed in March, 1915, to 
apply for compensation in respect of 
any direct and substantial loss incur- 
red, and damage sustained by reason 
of interference with their property 
and business under the circumstances 
of the case.
